WHAT THIS SUBPART COVERS

§63.5480 What is the purpose of this
subpart?

This subpart establishes emission
limits, operating limits, and work
practice standards for hazardous air
pollutants (HAP) emitted from cel-
lulose products manufacturing oper-
ations. Carbon disulfide, carbonyl sul-
fide, ethylene oxide, methanol, methyl
chloride, propylene oxide, and toluene
are the HAP emitted in the greatest
quantities from cellulose products

part also establishes requirements to
demonstrate initial and continuous
compliance with the emission limits,
operating limits, and work practice
standards.

§63.5485 Am I subject to this subpart?

You are subject to this subpart if you
own or operate a cellulose products
manufacturing operation that is lo-
cated at a major source of HAP emis-
sions.

(a) Cellulose products manufacturing
includes both the Miscellaneous Vis-
cose Processes source category and the
Cellulose Ethers Production source
category. The Miscellaneous Viscose
Processes source category includes all
of the operations that use the viscose
process. These operations include the
cellulose food casing, rayon, cellulosic
sponge, and cellophane operations, as
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
